On March 22, 2018, Kentucky Power Company ("Kentucky Power'') filed a motion 

("Motion") to amend the procedural schedule in this case. At the request of Kentucky 

Industrial Utility Customers, Inc., the Commission scheduled a telephonic informal 

conference ("IC") on March 23, 2018, to discuss the existing procedural schedule. The 

parties participated in the IC, during which they discussed the need to alter the current 

procedural schedule, as established by the Commission's Order entered on March 13, 

2018, to allow for the filing of simultaneous testimony. The parties reached an agreement 

on revised procedural dates, as reflected in the IC memo filed in the record on March 26, 

2018. Based on the revised procedural dates as set forth in the IC memo, the 

Commission finds that the existing procedural schedule should be amended to reflect the 

agreed upon procedural dates. 



IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that: 

1. The procedural schedule established by the Commission's March 13, 2018 

Order is vacated. 

2. All parties shall adhere to the procedural schedule set forth in the Appendix 

to this Order. 

3. Kentucky Power's Motion is denied as moot.
